An editorial in the AM A Journal 
published Thursday said

dium (m uscular part of the heart 
wall i. 


‘‘No patient with coronary dis­ 
ease should incur the added risk 
to his heart imposed by smoking 
without first discussing thoroughly 
the problem with his physician.” 
In New York, the chairm an of 
the tobacco industry research com­ 
mittee commented that his group 
is ‘‘convinced the vast m ajority of 
the Am erican public agrees that 
all questions of tobacco in relation 
to human health need much more 
thorough and complete investiga­ 
tion than has been made up to 
now.” 
The chairm an. Tim othy V. H art­ 
nett, said the committee, organized 
and 
financed 
by 
large 
tobacco 
companies, is continuing research 
into 
the 
tobacco-health 
relation­ 
ship. 
Two other articles in the m aga­ 
zine also discussed the effects of 
smoking on the heart. 


One report, authored by three 
physicians, found that changes in 
blood pressure and the heart rate 
followed the .smoking of cigarettes. 
The authors — Ors. Henry L. Rus- 
ek and V irgil J. Doret of Staten 
Island, N. Y., and Dr. Burton L. 
Zohman 
of 
Brooklyn — suggested 
smoking is bad for coronary dis­ 
ease because of other effects, such 
as 
increases 
in 
heart 
rate 
and 
blood pressure. 
They said their findings did not 
prove that smoking presents a “ di­ 
rect 
danger” 
to 
such 
patients 
through constriction of heart ar­ 
teries. 
Dr. Iisidore E. Buff of Charles­ 
ton, VV. Va., wrote the other ar­ 
ticle about the effects of cigarette 
smoking. He said a series of tests 
showed 
abnorm al

sons following smoking.

New Houses are naturally full of 
moisture. 
It can take a few years 
for them to dry out.

sampled the weather people com­ 
plain about. 
Starting from below 
freezing in the Connecticut area, 
we encountered a wide range of 
temperatures down the East Coast. 
There was fog on the windows in a

Florida, then 87 in Cuba, back to 
zero around Chicago, arid down to 
18 below in Minnesota. 
Brother, 
we can sympathize. 
But we never happened to find a 
hygrometer or humidistat in use 
in any house we visited in that big 
area.

Those two instruments can be 
just as useful a-, thermometers.

hygrometer, for

shows 
fairly accurately how much mois­ 
ture the air in your

istering degrees, it registers the 
percentage of relative humidity. 
Tnis is based on the amount of 
moisture the air can hold without 
causing a rainstorm, at various de­ 
grees of temperature. 
At 70 de­ 
grees, for example, a cubic foot of 
air is supposed to hold 8 grains of 
water without spilling it. 
If that 
cube contains only 2 
grains, 
or 
one-quarter its capacity, your hy­ 
grometer should register 25 i>er 
cent.
